In compliance with the requirements of the Laws of the State, 
your Commissioners herewith submit the report of their flnanical 
transactions for the year ending December 31, 1912 and a_ state- 
ment of the financial standing of the County at the end of the 
year, together with the reports of the Sheriff, Solicitor, Clerk of 
the Court, Jailer, Treasurer and Auditors and the Superintend- 
ent, Physician and Chaplain of the County Farm. 


The County Karm and House of Correction are still under the 
efficient management of Mr. and Mrs Henry C. Phillips as 
Superintendent and Matron. Mr. and Mrs Phillips need no 
introduction to the Citizens of Grafton County: Their long ex- 
perience and the great interest which they have taken in every- 
thing pertaining to the welfare of the inmates and the Farm has 
made their services of great value to the County. 


The Fa:m is under a high state of cultivation, hay and corn 
being the principal crops raised. The production of these two 
crops this year was six hundred tons of ensilage and three 
hundred and fifty tons of hay all of which was harvested in first 
class condition. Five silos are required to hold the ensilage, a 
large one having been erected during the year. 

Much eare has been given to the raising of good cattle and the 
herd now consists entirely of.registered and high grade Holsteins, 

There have been no extraoadinary expenses and the surplus has 
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been increased by a gain of $730 66.

Your attention is callec€ to the following extracts from the laws 
of 1903 
CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 
SECTION 1. Any town or country furnishing any assistance 
to any person within six years preceeding his death shall be en- 
titled to recover from the estate of such persons the sum or sums 
paid out for such assistance, the said claim to be a preferred 
claim against his said estate after the payment of funeral charges, 
expense of last sickness and expenses of administration, provided 
he leaves no widow or minor children living at his decease. 
CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 
“SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the support of any 
person unless he, or the person under whom he derives his settle- 
ment shall have wholly gained a settlement therein during the 
ten years preceding the last date of application for support; pro- 
vided that no person having a settlement in any townin this 
state upon arriving at the age of seventy years shall lose that set- 
tlement on account of being exempt by law from paying a _ poll 
tax, if he still resides in said town.’’ 
CHAPTER 110, SECTION 1. last clause as amended 
‘Also to Chapter 67 of the laws of 1903, Chapter 84 of the 
Publie Statues, Chapters 1 and 71 of the laws of 1£67, relating to 
paupers, and the following from Chapter 110, Public Statutes, re- 
lating to ‘‘assistance to persons in quarantine.’’ 
(16) 
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SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is placed in 
quarantine by a board of health, to protect the public against 
small pox; searlet fever, diptheria or any other dangerous, in- 
fectious or contagious diseases, it shall be duty of said board to 
assist such person or family while in quarantine in such manner 
as in the judgement of the board may be deemed wise and neces- 
sary. 

SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such part thereof, as 
the board may determine, shall be deemed a legitimate expendi- 
ture for the protection of the public health and shall be charged 
to the account of incidental expenses, but not to any indigent 
pauper account, nor shall such expenditure be construed to mean 
a public aid to the person or persons so quarantined and assisted 
unless such person or persons are already paupers as defined by 
the Public Statutes.

There has been very little sickness at the hospital during the 
past year. Most of the cases have been chronic incurable dis- 


eases which were well advanced when admitted. 

The hospital, now in it’s fifth year, is doing excellent work 
and patients are receiving care that would be impossible for the 
County to give them at their homes. 

Needed improvements have been made. <A new floor has been 
laid in the main hall which adds greatly to the cleanliness and 
attractiveness of the hospital. A medicine cabinet has been in- 
Stalled, also an ice chest. 

A trained nurse is constantly in attendance upon those who 
are in the hospital. Inmates of the Almshouse who may be in- 
disposed are carefully watched to note any rise of temperature 
etc, so that in many cases we are able to check illness at it’s 
very beginning. 

The efforts of the Board of Commissioners and the hearty co- 
operation of Supt. and Mrs. Phillips have made possible a 
smoothness of running in the hospital that would be difficult to 
find in any similar institution.
